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Operations of the Mint.
fppor pAYMRNTE have so long been snapended |
that the silver and gold coins of the United
States are objecta of cariogity rather than of
gomeral ntility, and they are rarely seen exospt
in the cabinets of collectors, in the custom
houses, in the bands of brokers, or in the
Mint. It is a matter of surprise, therefore,
that any considerable amount of gold ani
gllver is still colned, and we are glad to learn,
by the annual report of the Director of the
Mint for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1805
that the net deposits of bullion during that
period amounted to §24,501,525°84, of which
215,114,420 was converted into gold coin

pieces; #6,026,510:06 futo unparted and
flue gold barg; #§1,135,760 into silver
¢oin pieces, and  #4006,236-48 into

silver bara, This is but a small proportion—
from one fourth to one-third—of the annual
product of the precious meusls in this coun.
try, but it is large enough to prove that the
disposition to retain a metallic currénoy and
to retnrn to specie payments i mot totally
destroyed. The desire whioh pervaded the
nation for a long time of acquiring a broad
gpecis basis for monetary transactions was
wonderfully favored by the productiveness of
the new mining regions, and the entire coinage
gince the establishment of the Mint has
resocbed a sum far exoeeding ordinary re-
quirements in specie paying times, the total
(including fine gold and silver bars) amount-
ing to $1,049,152,7567 54. How much of this
gum now remains in the ocountry
is to a great extent a matter
of conjecture, the estimates and authorities
varying greatly, but no one will clsim that |
there {8 more than 500,000,000 of gold and
pilver in the United States, and few con:
versaut with the subject will assert |
that there is less than §250,000,000, KEven
the large coinage of the Mint and its brauches
{alls materially below the home produot of the
precious metals, for it is estimated that Cali-
fornia and the Territorles have yislded, since
1548, thirteen hundred millions of dollars, and
the total coinage from 1548 to 1805 has mnot |

excesded §900,000,000. Scarcity of the |
precions metals and of facilities
for inmoreasing our available supply can-

not fairly be classed among the difficulties of
resumption. The annnal prodoct is from
§75,000,000 to $100,000,000, and it could be
greatly inoreased if suflicient aftention was |
devoted to the development of a small portion
of the nomerous gold and silver-bearing
lodea which have been discovered. If from
any cause the home demand for speoie should
become &5 urgent as it was on several former
ocoasions, we would not only retain all the
domestic product but secure an inflax of the
precious metals; and unnder such flaanocial
conditions the vaults of the Treasury, the
banks, and the people would speedily bs as
well supplied with a metallic currency as the
most ardent bullionist could desire.

The Mint in this city has of late yeara been
maioly used in coining copper and nicksl in
yisces of small denominations, Of the 44,643,500
pieces which it coined in 156#, buat 216440
were of gold and 1,008,150 of silver, whils
475,438,000 were copper colnage. Of these,
23,002,000 were five-cent pieces; 3,013,000
three-cent  pleces; 4,066,000  two-cent
pieces; and 9 856,500 one-cent pieces. The
Director recommends that the law authoerizing |
the lssue of the two-cent pisces be repealsd,
and that provision should bs mads for the ‘
purohase and redemption of the infarior coin-
age. The nickel-copper cents are now being
exchanged with considerable rapldity for the
three and five-oent nickel coins. As the conu-
try will soon be well supplied with a metallic
currency for all purchases or payments not |
exceeding five cents, it is also desirable that |
coins shonld speedily be subatituted for all the
paper unow issued in amounts below one dsl-

ar. The annual report suggests that “‘the
only way to arrive quickly at the attainment
of so desirable a substitute for bits of soiled
paper wonld be to introduce a provisional cur-
reucy of silver tokens, operaliug at once as a
payment in part, aud a promise to payin
full;" and th's method is worthy of the con- |
sideration of all who desire that shinplasters
may soon be “bauisked from the lapd.”
